The largo class of so-called hysterical, 
cataleptic, and eve_n epileptic aSeetioiis 
are distinctly amenable to this influ- 
ence; so are those nervous disturbances 
jiiid derangements which consist wholly 
or chietly in disorderly activity, as dis- 
tinguished from actual disease. 
The 


mimetic maladies, of which there are 
always a very large number of cases, 
are, of course, amenable to the cura- 
tive iutlueuce of faith. 
Outride these 


classes, however, stand a multitude ol 
badly managed or misunderstood case 
which only need to be place;! on a new 
footing—it mutters little what—to get 
well. 
A wondrous crowd of iguoraut 


prejudices still hovers over many dis- 
tricts as to the curability or hopeless- 
ness of special diseases which are bet- 
ter understood and more successfully 
treated—ou common sense principles— 
in the centers of knowledge. 


For example, we know of localites 


and adept ions "which, being associated, 
produce tbo most dire delusions as to 
the length of timo bones usually take 
to unite in healthy subjects; and how 
coughs nud other distressing maladies 
are, or are not, nuder the control of 
the 
v.ill. 
In such combinations ol 


tucts and iicliou, it. ia easy to get 
miracles out oi such common mailers 
as the union ol the accurately applied 
ends oi a fractured radius in three or 
four days! There is not a word to be 
said against "healing by faith." livery 
busy practitioner has cases under his 
observation that he would be heartily 
glad to lind so powerfully 
ntt'ectocl 


that .they could be cured

Mean- 
while, if ihe.se "cures" need be dis- 
cussed, let the comments made be 
neither irreverent, offensive, nor puerile. 
The Modus operand* of such recoveries 
is perfectly well understood, and there 
is nothing cither specially noteworthy 
or wonderful about them.

NOTHING NEW. 


Paul Boyton'D Exploit Attempted Ore? 


One Hundred Years ACO. 


Paul Boyton's recent prank in plac- 


ng a dummy torpedo against the Brit- 
ish war-ship Garnet in New York har- 
bor brings to mind Sergeant Lee's at- 
tempt to blow up Lord Howe's flag- 
ship, the Eagle, in the same waters in 
1776. 
He used a torpedo-boat invented 


[ty .David Busline]], afterward a Captain 
iu the patriotic army. It had been 
Iried with success experimentally, and 
gave promise of being useful in serious 
warfare. The first opportunity for such 
use occurred when the British fleet took 
possession of New ^Tork harbor. 
The 


Bushnt'll boat was more like a barrel 
than a boat. 
It was of-oak, iron band- 


ed, and only large enough for one per- 
son. 
When floating upright, the navi- 


gator's head was a little above the level 
of the water. 
By moans of two force 


pumps', worked by the occupant's feet, 
the vessel could be made to sink or 
rise in the water by forcing water out 
or in, and so changing its specific grav- 
ity. 
Its progress horizontally was gov- 


erned by two revolving paddles in 
front, turned by a crank inside. The 
torpedo was fastened to tbe back of the 
boat-by a screw, f.he release of which 
et in motion a clock connected with 
a gun-lock and Hint 
After the prede- 


termined interval of time had elapsed, 
the clock would strike and ignite the 
powder". 


Tho torpe-Jo carried by Lee against 


the Eagle was charged with one bun- 
Irud and fifty pounds of powder (some 
say one hundred and thirty pounds), 
an:l the clock was set to explode the 
charge in thirty minutes after tho tor- 
pi:do was placed. Lee was towed to 
the neighborhood of the fleet by a party 
in whale boats, and then proceeded to 
attack (he Meet alone. 
He succeeded 


in reaching the Eagle, a sixty-four gun 
ship, undetected, and spent a longtime 
in a vain attempt to fasten the torpedo 
to her bottom with hooks and screws, n 
band of iron at the edge of the copper 
gheathing proving aa especially serious 


bstacle. 
As daylight approached he 


was compelled to leave the fleet and re- 
turn to the city. 
Oft' Governor's Island 


lie was intercepted by a British barge, 
.vhen, to avoid capture, be exploded his 
torpedo, escaping from his pursuers 
during the panic which the explosk>d 
exciter!. 
If the torpedo had been pro- 


vided with a strong magnet, the strip 
of iron which thwarted him would have 
insured tht success of his undertaking, 
and tho use of torpedoes in naval 
warfare might have been hastened haU 
• conlury.—Scientific American.

About four o'clock the flre began to 


spread to the east and to the west of Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. 
The 


wind rose to a gale and 
pandemonium 


reigned. For a time it seemed as though 
the entire eastern hall of the city was 
doomed. Tho flre spread rapidly to the 
southward, licking up the blocks ot ele- 
gant residences hastily abandoned by 
their Inmates. 
By flve o'clock It bad 


reached Broadwaj, which threads the 
center of the Island, running east and 
west 


At eevon o'clock the wind gave signs 


ol dying away, and shortly after it began 
tosbilt, then to decrease, until by eight 
o'clock only a fair breeze was blowing, 
but by this time the fire had eaten Its 
way to Avenne O, where, at nine o'clock, 
It seemed to exhaust Itself, and tho fire- 
men, coming up, checked Its further 
ravages at this point, or within two 
blocks of the gulf.

The convention that drew up the 
treaty met September 12th, in the city ol 
Guatemala. 
The Secretary of State,

lael Meza and Jeronlmo Telaya, repre- 
sented respectively the Republics of Sal- 
vador and Honduras. 
The treaty, as

publics. The treaty was to be ratified 
aud the ratifications exchanged In the 
different republics three months after 
the convention met.

Frightful Increase of Drunkenness Among 


the Inmates, the Result of Faulty 


Legislation. 


Report ol the Preetdsnt of the Board ot 


Oomm iBalonars of ths Sol- 
tilers' Home. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 14.— 


The annual report of the President of 
the Board of Commissioners of the 
Sol- 


diers' Home covers the period from Oc-. 
tober 1st, 1884, to September 30th, 1886. 
The disbursements during the year were 
?243,463, 
Including $"2,523 expended 


for 
the new aunex buildtag and for 


other 
permanent Improvements. 
One 


hundred 
and 
ninety-two discharged 


soldiers received their original admis- 
sion to the Home during the year for 
which 
this report is made, wblch is 


one less than the number admitted the 
preceding year. Sixty-two of these had 
served twenty or more years as enlisted 
men, and the remaining 130 were enti- 
tled to admission by-disabilities incurred 
in the service. The number of men who, 
iu any given period, seek the bencttts of 
the Home 
directly after leaving the 


service, is a very small percentage of 
those discharged from the army in the 
same period under circumstances which 
appear to (jive them a right to those 
benefits. 
In the year ended June 30th, 


tbere were 833 soldiers discharged from 
the army for disability, and yet only 
seventy-four of them entered tlie Home. 
In the same year. This, says the report, 
Is somewhat significant In view of the 
fact that a large number of these dis- 
abled mcu must, alter a few years, at 
most, seek an asylum somewhere, and 
the Soldiers' Home will undoubtedly 
huve to receive and maintain the greater 
number of those who become unable to 
make a living for themselves. 


"There has been," says the report, "a 


very 
ereat 
increase 
of drunkenness 


nmongs't the Inmates during the year, 
the cause for which Is laid at the door of 
the existing law for tne disposition of 
the pension money for inmates. 
About 


one-tenth of the pensioners assign their 
pensions to relatives. 
The other nine- 


tenths, on whose account more than 
810,000 is paid quarterly to the Treasur- 
er of the Home, are permitted to draw 
small sums from time to time, while the 
larger portion remains undrawn so long 
as they continue to be inmates of the 
Home"." This fund, the report says, be- 
comes a good basis lor credit at grog 
shops, and Is a constant temptation to 
those who are easily influenced, and in 
many instances, 
no doabi, the pos- 


session ol the money which must be 
given up 
to 
the 
pensioner, 
when 


he 
Is 
discharged, 
beeomes 
the 


sole object In leaving the Home. 
In a 


few days the money Is squandered and 
tlie Commissioners are asked to admit a 
destitute old soldier to the benefits of 
the Home. 
There are actual cases of 


this description In the Alms House lu 
this city. "Such," says the report., "is 
the effect of a law which was framed 
aud passed under circumstances which 
created morbid sentiment in behalf ol 
tbe pensioned soldier. It is conceived 
to be impossible to represent the facts to 
Congress iu such a light as will procure 
remedial legislation, aod the ComnoU- 
sioucrs are compelled, i'.i defense of 
the 


interests of the Home, to llx a limit to 
the number of admissions for sucb cases 
aud to permit the pensioner to enjoy his 
liberty without interval."

An accident that might have resultec 


in a shocking death, but for the pluo 
and main strength of the young man, oo 
ourred in the machinery department 
the Wabash shops soon after s even 
o'clock this morning.

1'he 
shopmen ran to have the engine stopped 
but before they had reached the engine 
room all of young Perry's clothing, ex- 
cept his shoes and stockings aud a piece 
of his shirt sleeve at his wrist, were lit- 
erally torn from his body, and he waa 
thus released from being killed outright. 
The twisting of the clothing tore pieces 
of tlesh from hie bod/, on his breast, 
arms, hips and legs. Greatly fexbausted, 
Perry was taken down from his lofty po- 
sition and removed to his home at 921 
Eaat Eldorado street, where he was at- 
tended by Dr. W. J. Ohenoweth. 


Bleeding, pale and greatly shocked by 


bis terrible struggle for lite, Aziel lay 
upon the bed, with his father and rela- 
tives doing alt they could for him. The 
doctor found that he hud received no 
fractures, and so far as known he ia not 
injured internally. His wounds were 
dressed and when the reporter colled at 
the residence this forenoon he waa asleep. 
It is expected that he will be out again 
in a few days.
